No State collection will be easy, perhaps few can be completed, but all 
will prove exciting and worthwhile, I'm certain. Elongated issues from 
your state will make an interestirgfuture display and shed light on our 
hobby, especially at this 3i-centennial time. 

I'll 
be glad to share my notes and lists. My state collection is going strong 
the only snags are the following tough ones from the Dow book: N.Jac #1, 
3,4,3,10, N.Jpat #1.

Moreover, I can hardly blame anyone for 
thinking the book is surely a lost cause. There are times I feel the same 
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way, when I realize the vastness of this volumous work! Most rollers have 
supported this important interest#••#, BUT, it would shock t he entire mem¬ 
bership-collector from all three elongated clubs how the "given few" have 
looked the other way in non support to my persistant pleas for their aid or 
assistances Xes###, I mean from those who are in the top level in our hobby 
and completely ignored my every turn! — My purpose here is not to shoot 
down any specific individual, but it is most sad when a member-collector 
seeks out a need and is ignored# And I dont mean to refer to my needs alone! 

I have received hundreds of letters from interested collectors asking why 
certain rollers wont respond to requests for purchases, knowing that certain 
issues have been produced# .- One collector wrote stateing that after spend¬ 
ing many hundreds of dollars toward a rollers issues, subsequent issues were 
not available, thus loosing the chance to complete the rollers issued pieces# 
And##, I am sure that many other collectors know of these same rollers! 

For years 1 have been an ardent collector of elongated coins as I found a 
very specific romance in them 0 I have designed, engraved, and produced many 
interesting issues; in turn never refused anyone interested in themo I do 
regreb,however, that due to the tremendious involment in the production of 
the book, X have not over the many months had the time to produce new elon¬ 
gated issues, nor for that matter, had a moment to respond to many points or 
queries brought up in written articles# Having amassed much data and infor¬ 
mation, 1 could easily clear up a point in question# But much to my dislike, 

I simply could not devote the time, nor write articles which could be most 
enlightening# Perhaps one day, many questions will be answered when the 
work is completed# I am hopeful that I will be in a position soon to give 
a more specific time as to when the book will be ready# The manuscript is 
more or less complete, but there are mechanical aspects, such as preparing 
the work for the printers# It truly is very complex and it all takes a lot 
of time#

SUBJECT MATTER 


By Lee Martin 


Elongated rollers know that about 90# of their income is dependent 
upon subject matter. It's very easy to select a history-making news 
event an enshrine it on your miniature metal calendar known as an 
elongated; but that type of news is rare. Thus, to produce enough 
coins to pay for mailing costs and insure a profit, one has to con¬ 
centrate on novel ideas or at the very least, subject matter of wide 
interest. 

The House of Slongateds decided to ask its customers for suggestions. 

A special quarter was rolled from those ideas which became completed 
coins. (Marie Trinny received twenty-one quarters for her suggestion 
of California if'.issions.) The series has been very well received al¬ 
though the amount of work involved in producing the art has caused us 
to take a second look at involved subject matter. 

One reader created the artwork for the Spirit of 1776, honoring the 
home of the individual who painted the original picture. 

However, our most effective groups of elongateds are probably those 
associated with a continuing series. In this group we found that 
•‘/orId V/ar II airplanes, antique cars, and United States presidents have 
all been welcomed. V/e like them because we can make as few or as many 
as time allows. 

It usually takes about two months for us to create enough dies to make 
an offering of approximately thirty or so coins. It's a good thing we 
don't have to rely on the income as a livelihood. Truly, rolling coins 
is primarily a labor of love for everyone in this end of the hobby. 

The response to our request for subject matter was so extensive that we 
had to abandon the idea as soon as we could get word out to our readers. 
tVe publish six Newsletters a year, and in the first month we received 
enough suggestions to carry us through several years of production. Un¬ 
fortunately, a lot of suggestions duplicated past issues of current ideas. 
Some are so involved it would require a coin the size of a shield to pro¬ 
duce. Others used commercial names such as Disneyland, etc. This would 
have necessitated paying royalties and being licensed. 

However, the ingeniousness of elongated collectors resulted in literally 
hundreds of acceptable ideas. Subject matter, as indicated, is of pri¬ 
mary importance. Chances are, the coin you purchased had great personal 
appeal. Sometimes the roller will create a coin for personal satisfaction. 
"In Memorium" coins, honoring deceased celebrities, have proven to be poor 
sellers but the many happy hours we received when the stars were in their 
prime, have motivated several issues as our tribute to nostalgia. 

The most popular coins we have created were those that detailed tomorrow's 
history..Nixon's Resignation, Ford Signs a Pardon, and Spiro Agnew Resigns. 
V/e have decided that the subject matter is the paramount reason why hobby¬ 
ists are involved in elongated collecting. There is something available 
for every tastet

GENERAL MOTORS BUILDING . The 177-foot tower dominates the 
building, which is 429 feet long and 306 feet wide. The 
construction is steel, concrete and steel-sheathed wall board. 
More than 1,100 piles were driven to provide the foundation. 
Electric power used in the illumination requires 92,000 horsepower per 
month, enough to pump water for a city of 25.000 inhabitants or to provide 
home and street lighting for a city of 7,500. Three times this amount of 
power is used in the operation of the exhibits. Architect is Albert Kahn 
of Detroit. Construction equipment and operation of the exhibit represent 
an investment of approximately $ 3,000,000. 

In this building .you see a complete automobile assembly line in operation. 
Taking the automobile factory to the people and showing them exactly how a 
motor car is put together is the purpose of the show. 

Automobile Assembly Line From a balcony a fifth of a mile long, 1,000 
visitors at a time may watch the entire process, from the first step of 
the assemblage of a Chevrolet car until the finished car is driven off at 
the end under its own power. Constant production of cars is maintained in 
this exhibit throughout the Exposition, and the cars thus make are part of 
the regular output of General Motors.
